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Although deaf, dumb and 

blind, Katherine Fodcrson. a young 
Brooklyn girl whose parents live al 
L8S Front street, has learned to use 

a typewriter and acquired a degree 

of proticieney in the manipulation 

of the machine that is wonderful iii 
view of her affliction. 
At the age of 8 years Katherine 

lost her sight after an attack of 
scarlet fever. Five years later she 
lost her hearing. Thus, al the age 

18 years, she was totally (leaf and 
blind. In a few months more slit 1 
also lost the power of speech. 

She was born in Dublin, Jan. 87, 
1SS5. Tier father is a sea captain of 
Danish nativity. 

When she lost her sight 

Katherine was taken to the New 

York Asylum for the Blind. The 
instructors there could effect no pro 
gi ess with the girl when the second 

affliction overtook her, so she was 

sent home. Her parents, of course, 

could do no more than afford her 

the best care possible until they 
learned of the BOW Fork Institution 
for the Instruction of the Deaf,' and 

the the presence there o( several 

deaf, dumb and blind pupils. 

In the fall of 1900 the Fodersou 
girl became a pupil at the 
institution. Since that time, 
all hough the knowledge which she 
had acquired after the loss of her 
hearing, had almost deserted her, 
Katherine Federson's progress has 
been phenomenal, and there is 

every reason for believing that she 
will attain wonderful proficiency in 
many Ihings while she is yet a \i i\ 

young woman. Superintendent 
Curriei was asked how the starting 
point for the Instruction was found. 
He said : 

"It is simple enough by the as- 
sociation of different objects with 
raised characters on sheets of 
paper." 

Then he explained that a key was 
the first object used. The pupil is 
Dade to finger an ordinary key 
until familiar with il. Then the 
pupil is made acquainted wiht the 
characters of one of the blind 
alphabets spelling the word " key," 

Then the pupil, key in hand, is 
led to a door, and the use of the 
Ue\ is demonstrated. 

In this way twelve objects are 
used, the spelling of the names of 
which employs every letter in the 
alphabet. The; are; 'fhe key, 

the bat, the mat, the box. the jug, 
the saw, the knife, the cup, the 

After handling each of these 
articles, and becoming familiar 
with the letter characters used in 
spoiling the words associated with 



them, a pupil 1ms at his command 
the whole alphabet and the 
individuality of the letters. 

Then the beginning on the verba 
and pronouns is made by touching 
the pupil and introducing the blind 
alphabet real presentation of the 
word touch. Then the pupil is 
made to touch the hat, for instance, 
and is introduced to the alpha- 
betical arrangement of the sentence 
"1 touched the hat." Thus the 
sentence is begun, and so the 
instruction goes on. 

There are four alphabets for the 
blind— the English Braille, the 

American Braille, the New York 
point and the Lin*, 'fhe first three 
consist of raised points on the 
paper's surface, arranged in dif- 
ferent relations to represent the let- 
ters forming words, 'fhe alphabet 
is simply the embossed typo upon 
the page. 

Katherine Federson has mastered 
the alphabets to such an extent that 
she reads rapidly and intelligently 
upon all subjects in the regular bliud 
literature and on topics presented 
in the machine-made pages which 
are given her by her instructors. 

Recently she has taken up the 
type writer, and is already quite 
proficient in its use. Following is a 
letter Katherine wrote to her little 
sister at home The mistakes 
which appear are just as she made 
i hem in the original. The letter 
reads: 
" My deai sitile sister Flla: 

"1 received your letterd. this 
morning. I I Was must pleased at it. 
I had to laguh at it. 1 supposed 
I hat you can can not write as well 
is 1 can. What will you do at the 
chOOl.f. What will pofu do fwheil 
you will arrived in the Country or 
when you areawayp Who isgoinug 
to take you? pi loretta going with 
you? I hope you will hav e a good 
time and much pleasure there. 
Did you tell what I told you when 
you arrived honiep How are you. 
Are you glad to be nout of your 
mothers sight. I must close now. 
And write to mamma and grand 
mother. I will tell them that 1 do 
not study now, while Mr. .loner has 
school in the sitting room. He is 
only teaching the little boys and 
girls. I am sorry 1 made a few 
mistakes in this letter." 

It will be o b served that iii the 
last sentence not an error was made. 
This is explained by the fact that in 
Ihe previous letter she had devoted 
her thoughts to the eomposition, 
while at the close she nm SIS bared 
possible mistakes, and in apologizing 
for them, was careful in the 
mechanical composition. 

Another field into which she is 
entering and showing at, the same 
time promise of exceptional pro- 
ficiency is mathematics. Although 
the presentations of the numerals 
in characters suited to the blind is 
intricate, she is mastering them 
rapidly. 

As with all blind persons, yet 
vastly more so with those deprived 
also of their bearing, Katherine's 
sense of touch is highly developed. 
She can converse by holding hands 
with her instiuctors as rapidly as 
the most expert deaf people can 
carry on a conversation with their 
fingers 

Her stay at the school has been 
comparatively short, and it is ex- 
pected that the next few years will 
show a still more remarkable pro- 
gress in her education. — Brooklyn 
Standard.

Mount m.\<;a/.im."., Auk., July 

lllh The saddest news that could 

come from Arkansas for the deaf 

circle of the World is the death of 
Miss Susan W Sarwood, one of 
the oldest teachers of the deaf in 
the OOUntry. The news of her 

death, which occurred Thursday, 
10th Inst , reached me just as 1 ami 

Mr. S. W. King were starting out 
for an outing on the mountains. 
The letter re.ad as following from 
her niece. Miss Ida l.ea : 

in \k Mk ktiOHa.HA: Dear Aunt Susan 
haa gone to rest, She died yesterday after 

noon at aliont tivr o'i'loik, and was Inirit'd 

this afternoon. She waa up until about 
ban days ago. She was so patient and 

always sai.l sin' was better, t hardly know 
what was the matter With hrr .lnsi before 
sin' died sin' talked and looked so happy. 

ft is hard to gt re her up. but we know that 

God doi'th all things well. 

It is clear she died ol old age, be 
ing seventy-eight years of age. 

Miss llarwood was born in Peters- 
burg, Va , .an! entered the old 
Pennsylvania Sohoel, during the 
time of Dr. liuiton, graduated there 

and was appointed a teacher in 

the Virginia School in 1841, ami 

taught there until the Civil War 
idosed the school. Alter the war, 
she came to Arkansas to live with 
relatives, and was appointed a 
teacher at the Arkansas School by 
Prof Hammond, She remained a 

teacher until our school waa de- 
stroyed by lire some years ago, atul 

she volunteered to withdraw to make 

room for some of the teachers, who 
were in more Straightened citeuni- 
slances than herself. 

There was never a sweeter tem- 
pered .and more punctual lady in 
the profession than Miss llarwood. 
She is known to the deaf in all 
parts of the world.

Editor Draf-Mtjtbs' Journal 
Prom recent observations it ap- 
pears some of the societies for the 
deaf that bid for patronage from 
the deaf public are getting to be .a 

little loo Independent, or to more 
Duly express il, they are luisely in- 
grate. They get up public affairs, 
get the printing done in some cheap 
suburban shop ; order badges in 
some small, disease-infected place, 
and then they call upon the very 
ile.-if persons whom they themselves 
Ignored to buy H piece of their 
printed pasteboard and help swtdl 
their treasury, the same Ireasmy 
from which they are lax to draw to 
help those who would help them. 

There are at least two deaf print- 
ers and one badgemaker in Greater 

New York who turn out truly liist- 

elass work, and it stands lo reason 

that thev Should be consulted in 
such matters in preference to any 

other, no matter if their prices are 
.a few dollars bighei than the lowest 

bidder. Of course it may not be 

obligatory, but ii certainly would 

be good judgment and prove much 

cheaper in the end. The deaf 
printer .ami the deaf badgemaker 
have a right to feel offended when 

thus slighted — as much so as the 
country weekly righteously calls 

for and advocates "home trade;" 

their cause is the same as the 
American manufacturer that de 
mauds and gets protection in the 
way of a tariff duty, .ind also as 
the American WHge eaniet who 
cries cut most vehemently agatuat 

alien labor that would take Ihe 
bread out of their mouths. 

A recent exclusion given by a 
society composed almost wholly of 

the younger element turned out a 
Hat failure financially, The cap- 
tain of the bo.it delayed departure 

from lit" last pier until enough 
money could be scraped together 

to pay the balance due, and the 
musicians would render no Instru- 
mental melodies till they, too, had 
got their pay. This will prove a 
heavy drain on the society's trea- 
sury. This is a .just rebuke lo 
Hem. They merited il. Tiny 
courted it and got theii just deserts. 
Their "souvenir" journal, was 

printed miles out in ti Brooklyn 

print shop. They care not ; they 
ooi if dona cheap, and probably 
collected till the money from the 
advertisers. Maybe the thing was 

printed for rive dollars, or even ten 
dollars, cheaper than ii would have 
cost if done by either of the two 
priming offices conducted by deaf 
men right in Manhattan Borough, 

where their society meets. 

Young men should think good 

and lone. They should remember 

the deaf printer has his coterie of 

personal friends, .and exerls some 

influence to a greater ot less de- 
gree, .and if patronized, he will in 

turn patronise, brine; his family to 

the excursion and induce Others to 
go, so that the difference in his 
prices ovei the suburban printer is 

mora than overcome. 

Also, in relation to the recent 

excursion, the chairman ordered 
badges from a small badgemaker 
(not deaf) out iu Brooklyn 
the last moment this order was 
countermanded and given to the 
badgemaker of repute, and the re 
suit was that the deaf badgemaker 

brought to the excursion people 
enough to more than pay for the 

cost of the badges. 

Of course the deaf printer, Ihe 
deaf badgemaker, the deaf shoe- 
maker, bailor, carpenter, artist, or 
any other deal business man. is not 
dependent upon Ihe deaf. They 
could gel aloim if there were none 

other deaf besides themselves. 

Hut they are not to be Blighted iu 

the above fashion. They do no 1 

beg foi patronage from their deaf 
brethren, but if it is given them 
they will show their appreciation in 
more Ways than one and the donors 
will receive returns that they can- 
not expect from the hearing busi- 
ness men 

1 trust there are at hast a few in 
the society particularly in n\y mind 
with enough brains to understand 
and ponder over the above — for 
their own benefit as well as for the 
benefit of tho-e who valiantly enter 
the business world and place the 
deaf above the level whete they 
would be Were they successfully 

pulled down by those so heartless 

as I0 think only of themseh.
